Claims 71-76 would be allowable if rewritten to 
overcome the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 
The closest reference of record, WO 01/29010 does not teach or fairly suggest the instantly 
claimed compounds.
